GERMAN'S STRANGE TIMEPIECE 


Took Him leTeort to Make Mis 84O.OOO 


Clock. 


A remarkable clock la to be plac«a 


on exhibition here in the near future. 
It has taken 16 years for the inventor. 
Carl Juliuo Spea.th. a native of Baden. 
Germany, to build It 
Not until 1&8* 


did he start to build this clock. It is 
what the inv*ntor calls an astro- 
nomical art clock. All parts of it were 
made by Rpeath himself out or raw 
material. The smaller parts are plated 
with gold or silver, the larger parts 
are of nickel. The ease is 7 feet high, 
4 feet wide, and 2 feet deep, and is 
made out of oak wood, waxed and pol- 
ished. On the top, at the left nand, 
lands a rooster, -which crows three 
times, just before the clock strikes 12. 
The cock's crow Immediately brings 
out a cuckoo, which chirps if ttie sea- 
son picture beaeath the r»of shows 
spring; a quail appears and shrieks 
t it is summer; in autumn t).bull 
jumps out and bellows, and la winter 
a lion rushes forth and roars. At the 
top, on the" right hand, stands the 
angel Gabriel.-"who ;blowa his

evangelists, Matthev,', Mark, Luke and

These figures are sup- 


posed to illustrate the four stages of 
human existence. In the center of tae 
gallery is the Savior, seated upon the 
clouds, holding a book and a cross aaS 
showing his .wounds. The astronomical 
part of the clock is very elaborate. The 
eclipses of the stin aad 
moon are 


shown distinctlr and predicted accu- 
rately. The position ot the stars and 
their movements are also shown very 
beautifully. The milky way, equator, 
zodiac, and meridians are painted on a 
globe. At the lower right-hand cor- 
ner is an. extra indication of the date, 
week-day, and. month, with the illus- 
trations after -which the week-days are 
named. The whole clock weighs only 
•735 pounds, btit its appraised value in 
Germany is 540,000.—New York Jour- 
nal.

SUSPECT CULTON TO THE FRONT. 


Statement Ma.de W&ile Closeted With 


Attorneys For <he Prosecution,

In Confereuce. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 28.-—There 


•were some., startling developments .in 
the Goebel assassination case. W. H. 
Culton, who waived exaniiEuitiGn and 
was held ov-er to the circuit court, went 
to the Capital hotel, where he was in 
coafereace with;the. attorneys ior tSie 
prosectitioa for over two hours. He 
was accompanied by his brother-in- 
law, E. E, Hogg, who is also his at- 
torney. It was reported at the time 
that Coulton had made some:l:ind o£ 
a. confession, but., later it. developed 
that Uxe information gained was not 
at all sweeping in character, as it was 
at first-reported. The conference took 
place ia tli& room o£ Colonel T. C. 
Campbell. 


While -this was going on. Henry E. 


Toutsey, Republicari Auditor Swee- 
•'ney-s private secretary, who was ar- 
rested and locked up ia jail, Charged 
with -being: an accessor, sent for Col- 
oner Campbell aad -the latter visited 
aim at the'jail and -was closeted with 
him for some time. Youtsey, when he 
was arrested, told the officers that the 
prosecution had promised not to ar- 
. rest him and he complained that that 
side !iad broken faith v,-itb him. It ia 
not known what took place at the in- 
terview between Yontsey aad Camp- 
bell, but it is reported that Youtsey an- 
nounced that he was ready to make a 
public statement, which the prosecu-

Held VOihouit Bail.

The parclbn is- 
sued to Powers by Governor Taylor

Forin0rly the: sardines consumed in 


country were all imported from j 


the sardines eaten in tie. United States j 
are put up here, the chie! canter, of the 
sardine industry in the'United States 
being tho eastern coast 
of 
Maine, 


though some sardines are now pat uc 
on. the coast of California. The pack- 
ing of sardines in this country was be- 
gun .about 
thirty-five ':• years .-ago. 


Thousands of people now find employ- 
ment in op.e part and another of.;the 
•work in catching f.sa, in making cans 
and in canning and packing and mar- ] 
keting.and so on. Sardines are put up 
m greater variety than formerly, there 
being nowadays sardines packed 
in 


tonjato sauce, sartiiiies 
in 
mustartl, 


spiced .sardines, and so on; but the 
great buik. of sardines, both imported 
and domestic, are still put,, up in oil. 
Sardines arc put up also in a greater 
variety of packages than 
formerly, 


there being, for 
example, 
various 


siies and shapes of oval 'tins, and some 
French sardines are imported In glass, 
but-as the great bulk c-f sardines .are 
still put up in oil, so the great hulk ot 
them are stiil put up in the familiar 
flat boxes, the great majority of tnese 
being of the sizes knoim-as halves ana 
quarters, and far tae greater number 
of these being In quarters. Sardines 
are packed 100 tins in a case, and the 
consumption, of sardines in this .coun- 
try is roughiy estimated at -from a mil- 
lion and a hal* to two million cases 
annually. Like canned goods, of every 
description, sardines are cheaper now 
than Uiey formerly were, and Ameri- 
can sardines are now exported from 
this country to the West Indies and to 
South America.
